‘LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY 
MOVEMENT. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING, 


The Irish Laymen’s Missionary Movement 
held its annual meeting last Friday at 16 St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, Mr. T. A. Fannin 
presiding. 

The report recorded a very successful year's 
work, the initiation of the United Missionary 
Campaign being the most successful effort. 
The foreign missionary work of the Society 
had also prospered greatly. 

The financial statement showed a slight 
balance in hand. 

The Rev. B. H. Whelan, who has worked 
for many years in Ceylon and India, said 
that one of the most serious problems that 
was facing them in the East was that of 
colour. It was a problem that would grow 
more intense’ as time went on, and the 
coloured races became more emancipated from 
the hide-bound tradition of the East. 
Educated men of the colour keenly resented 
the haughty air of superiority adopted by 
the white people. 

There was only one solution to the problem, 
he said, and that was to spread Christian 
influence among the natives. The Indians 
appreciated a kind, friendly attitude, and the 
missionaries, in giving them this sympathy, 
were doing what they could to avert the clash 
between the white and coloured races.

NEW ACT TO BE PUT IN 
OPERATION. 


Preliminary steps are being taken by the 
Department of Agriculture to bring into opera- 
tion the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act of 
this year. 

All persons carrying on an export trade in 
eggs from the Saorstat are required to register 
their premises under the Act. The Depart- 
ment are ge to make a preliminary in- 
spection of the premises of egg shippers who 
intend to carry on an export trade, and to 
advise as to any improvements that may be 
necessary to render the premises eligible for 
inclusion in the Register of Exporters. Early 
application should be made for such inspec- 
tion, as improvements and alterations can be 
most conveniently carried out during the 
winter season, when the volume of trade is 
at its lowest. 

It is desirable that shippers should take 
steps to ensure that their staffs will be quali- 
fied to test, grade and pack in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Act. The 
principal object of the Act is to standardise 
the methods of testing, grading and packing 
eggs for export, and so secure that eggs ex- 
ported from Saorstat Eireann shall realise 
their full market value when offered for sale 
in competition with similar produce from 
other countries. , gr 
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THE SURVEYORSHIP OF 
COUNTY MAYO. 


Air 
REMARKABLE RESULT OF AN 
ELECTION. 


‘Extraordinary scenes attended a special 
meeting of the Mayo County Council, which 
was called in Castlebar last week to elect 
a County Surveyor. The Council is largely 
composed of Treaty and Anti-Treaty members, 
and the Free Staters elected a Republican 
candidate, while a meeting of the Republican 
snembers, which was held at the same time, 
selected a candidate, who is a Free Stater. 

At the quartetly meeting of the Council 
in August, Mr. Martin, of Ballinasloe, was 
appointed County Surveyor, but the Ministry 
of Local Government declined to sanction the 
appointment, on the ground that he was not 
fully qualified, and at the adjourned meeting 
in September the Council decided to continue 
the services of Mr. E. K. Dixon, the retiring 
County Surveyor, for a further period of six 
months. The Ministry refused to sanction 
this proposal also, and directed the Secretary 
to issue fresh advertisements for an election. 

As the Chairman (Mr. P. J. Rutledge) was 
not available, the Vice-Chairman (Mr. 
Kamonn Gannon) summoned a special meeting 
to make the appointment. 

At two o’clock, the hour fixed for the meet- 
ing, eleven Pro-Treaty members assembled, 
and seven minutes later took up the business 
of the election. 

There were two fully qualified applicants, 
Mr. T. P, Flanagan, Assistant County Sur- 
veyor, Westport, and Mr. J. P. Glynn, Kil- 
conly, Tuam. Mr. Flanagan had been in- 
terned for a time, and Mr. Glynn is in the 
employment of the Government under the new 
housing scheme. 

Mr. John O'Boyle proposed. and Mr. 
Comyn seconded, the appointment of Mr. 
Flanagan. : 

There being no amendment, the Chairman 
(Mr. Michael Lavelle) declared Mr. Flanagan 
elected. 

Meanwhile the Republican Party, number- 
ing nineteen members,, had held a meeting 
elsewhere, and decided by a majority to ap- 
point Mr. Glynn, 

After some time. the Republican members, 
amongst whom were Messrs. T. Maguire, 
T.D., and T. Campbell, solicitor, arrived in 
the Onan oneness and learned with sur- 
prise that Mr. Flanagan had been elected, 

Mr. Campbell quéstioned the authority of 
the Vice-Chairman, who had now taken the 
chair, to summon a special meeting, but the 
Vice-Chairman asserted that he was entitled 
to do so. 

A eral discussion, which was at times 
heated, followed, and the Republican mem- 
bers protested t the election. 

After a time the Chairman wrote out his 
resignation and left the chair, and a num- 
ber of members left with him. '

AT MILAN CONFERENC®. 


At the monthly meeting oí the Central 
Savings Committee, held at the offices, 63 
Dawson street, Dublin, Mr. T. P. Gill, 
Chairman, presiding, correspondence was read 
from the Italian Consul (Mr. Gaspari) and the 
Ministry of External Affairs, regarding the 
coming International Thrift Conference at 
Milan, to which an official invitation had been 
extended to the Irish Free State Government.

'LURGAN WAR MEMORIAL, 


A TEMPLE OF PEACE. 


At a meeting of the Lurgan War Memorial 
Committee in the Town. Hall, Mr. D. 8. 
Merryfield, London, the sculptor, produced a 
model of the proposéd memorial, which he 
explained in detail. 

The model represents ‘The Temple of 
Peace,” which will be surmounted by an 
appropriate figure. The total height of the 
memorial will be 25 feet 9 inches, and grey 
gesits will be the principal material. The 
‘emple will be supported by four round 
columnar pillars, with a hexagonal pillar in- 
side, on which the names of the fallen 
soldiers will be engraved. 

It is proposed to erect the memorial in the 
Mall, immediately in front of the parish 
church, and the total cost: will probably ex- 
ceed £2,500. The Temple will stand in a V- 
shaped railed enclosure, extending 160 feet 
towards Market street. This enclosure, to 
which there will be three main entrance 
gates, will be laid out in flower beds and 
walks, and, in the opinion of the sculptor, 
will constitute one of the most attractive and 
beautiful tributes to our fallen heroes in any 
part of the country. The hope is expressed 
that the Lurgan memorial will be erected 
next summer.

NORTHERN IRELAND “ VERY 


PRODUCTIVE.’’ 


The general annual report on the British 
Army for the year ended September 30, 
1923, has been issued as a Blue-book (Cmd., 
2,272, price 4s. net). 

The total number of enflistmenta and re- 
enlistments during the year was 31,586. Lon- 
don furnished the largest proportion of 
recruits approved—namely, 221 for. each 
100,000 of the male population. , For the 
other military commands, on the same’ basis 
of proportion, the numbers were :— 

Southern Command, 179; Northern Ireland 
District, 170; Eastern Command, 166; 
Northern Command and Channel Islands, 139 
each; Scottish Command, 118, and Western 
Command, 102. 

It is reported with satisfaction that “‘ re- 
cruiting has benefited by the improvement 
in the political situation in Northern Ireland. 
This district has become a very productive 
recruiting market, and the physique of the 
recruits accepted has reached a particularly 
high standard.

BARREN VICTORY. 


There are some victories that are not worth 
winning, and a victory won, if won at all, 
over a neighbour at the cost of lasting ill- 
will, and the moml wastage that accom- 
panies even only political conflict, is a 
national loss. And so, if we have the 
courage, we shall try the method of con- 
ciliation rather than of challenge. I feel, no 
doubt that this is our Lord’s way. Quite apart 
from His well-known words, ‘‘ Agree with 
thine adversary quickly whilst thou art in the 
way with him,” which may be taken as hav- 
special reference to private quarrels, He has 
laid down the principle in words, less often 
quoted, but drawn from the political sphere. 
In St. Luke, xiv., 31, He gives us the picture 
of a king confronted with an enemy and con- 
sulting with himself whether conflict is worth 
while, and when he has weighed the proba- 
bilities and counted the cost ‘‘ he sendéth an 
ambassador and desireth conditions of 
péace.”” s. 

It is the Christian statesmarni ‘who will dare 
to “ count the cost ’’--i.e., to look at the bill 
his people will have to pay. He will not be 
less wise than the Roman Horace, who wrote 
—‘* Whatever folly the kings commit it is the 
people who suffer,” It is the true patriot 
who sees that by keeping oben the’sdre of an 
unsettled dispute he as helping to make the 
fruitful land of the nation's life barren— 
diverting his ‘people from the sources of their 
true. wealth... ' . : 

I ask the question, with no doubt whatever 
of the true answer to it Which, in God's 
sight, is the more serious-issue—bringing into 
the Free State a few hundred thousand citi- 
zens, more ór Jess, or facing (say) the unem- 
ployment question and the housing question, 
which are eating out the life of the people 
who are already ours? Is there any com- 
parison betwee; the moral importance of 
these questions ” 3 

Whether with the help of the now compiete 
Boundary Commission, or independently of it, 
a bold proposal for settlement, prompt and 
amicable, is, I believe, the policy that the con- 
dition of the country dictates. Settlement 
will involve cost, and cost not on one side 
only; but which is the more serious cost— 
sentiment or the welfare, material, moral and 
spiritual, of the people ? May God give to 
us all, people as well as nations, the wisdom 
to determine that it shall not be written of 
us, in self-governing Ireland, ‘‘A fruitful land 
maketh He barren for the. wickedness--for 
the folly—of them that dwell therein.”

ADDRESS BY DR, C. P. 
SMYLY. 


“ Psycho-therapy in Practice was the sub- | 
ject of the inaugural address given by Dr. 
C. P. Smyly, President, at the annual open- 
ing meeting of the Dublin University Bio oi: 
tat Association on Saturday ~~ The 
chair was Ry eee by Dr. George E. Nesbitt, 
the outgoin resident. 

P NTATION OF MEDALS. 

The outgoing President presented the medal 
of the Dublin University Biological Associa- 
tion to Mr; J. E. Deale, M.B., for his paper 
on “ Old Age ”; and the John Mallet Purser 
Medal andthe Daniel John Cunnin 
Memorial Medal to. Mr. T. J. Millin. (Sch.). 
He said that it was most unusual for one 
candidate’ to win both these last two medals, 
and Mr. Millin’s success excited their ad- 
miration.: (Applause.) 

THE ADDRESS. 

Dr. C. P. Smyly, in the course of his 
address, said that before adopting or con- 
demning any method of treatment of disease 
they should inquire whether it ever produced 
any results; in what circumstances it did 
benefit; were there any objections to its usa; 
how was it employed, and how did it work? 
Psycho-therapy meant treatment by the mind, 
and should be distinguished from psychiatry, 
the treatment of mental diseases. 
be submitted to the same tests as are applied 
to other methods, and, if it passed ' them 
satisfactorily, should be added to the medical 
armamentarium, and: used either alone or 1n 
combination, as the circumstances of the par- 
ticular case demanded. The practitioner 
should have no more qualms about using it 
than he had about introducing drugs, of 
which he knew little, into bodies of which 
he. knew less. Not very long ago the results 
obtained by psycho-therapy were either 
denied altogether, attributed to some occult 

wer, or depreciated as only occurring in the 
ieterogeneous class, contemptudously dubbed 
hysterics. But quite respectable m@mbers of 
the profession had reported cases that they 
had treated successfully, and within the last 
few years psycho-therapy had been recog- 
nised; the public, with its passion for some- 
thing new, had taken it up with enthusiasm, 
exalting it into a panacea, while the pro- 
fession was coming to realise that in some 
cases some results can be got. 

It was a platitude that any process con- 
trolled by the nervous system could, in suit- 
able circumstances, be influenced by the 
mind. The cardiovascular, digestive, glandu- 
lar and other systems were readily affected in 
their functions by ideas and emotions; was it 
too much to expect that, where no destruc- 
tion had taken place, reversing the process 
should ténd to restore the status quo ante? 
Here it was obvious that labels must be 
avoided and a true diagnosis made, a 
differentiation between ‘the results of ex- 
traneous causes and the results of the 
patient’s habit or state of mind. Similar 
symptoms might arise from vay different 
causes, and the same cause might prodrce 
quite different symptoms. Each~ case in- 
volved the question of the relative importance 
of the mind and the body, and the answer 
was one of, the factors in deciding whether 
psycho-therapy owas indicated or not. 
A few cases of insanity were said to 
have been treated with more or less 
success by psycho-therapy, but when the 
organs of the mind were vitiated by defective 
development, disease, or degeneration, little 
improvement could be hoped for. 

THE MEANING OF PSYCHO- 
THERAPY. 

According to. Minst i 
characterised by feéeliúgs of exhaustion and 
inefficiency, often only memories, and by 
insomnia; psychasthenja by irresistible fears, 
emotions and impluses; hysteria by emotional 
instability, auto-suggegtibility and’ inhibition, 
all arising from hereditary disability. The 
symptoms range from the border line of 
insanity to that of normal life, and as with 
other methods of treatment, the more nearly 
they approach the latter, the more easily 
they are removed. In such cases psycho- 


vided that any physical disabilities are 
properly dealt with. The objections to the 
use of psycho-therapy. apply equally: to that 
of any other treatment, The methods of 
employment, though . essentially the same, 
varied considerably in detail, and were of 
far less importance than the re-education. of 
the patient which should accompany them. 
They were all derived from hypnotism. or 
artificial sleep, though many of their 
exponents would deny this. 

Psycho-therapy was a method, or rather 
a group of methods, of treatment, which, 
undoubtedly, produced beneficial results in 
some instances, and it afforded scope for 
research in nearly all the sciences. Kven 
if its application be not universal and its 
explication difficult, why should it be neg- 
lected or left to the exploitation of those 
with more imagination than discretion? 

Professor T. G. Moorhead in proposing a 
vote of thanks to Dr. Smyly said that the 
‘subject of the paper had been approached 
from a truly scientific aspect. It appeared 
to him that psycho-therapy had suffered 
from two main causes; in the jirst place it 
was a branch of therapeutics, which was very 
easily exploited by charlatans who had. no 
medical knowledge, he might say no know- 
ledge—and who deluded the public, the public 
that was always calling for some new. thing, 
and was always willing to believe that the un- 
trained and the ignorant may be in possession 
of scientific knowledge that the trained 
worker does not possess. Psycho-therapy 
had also suffered from the wunreasoning 
enthusiasm of some of its orthodox 
exponents. The public, he said, had a great 
many misconceptions regarding hypnotic 
treatment. It was worth while stating that 
patients could not be hypnotised against 
there will, that patients in a hypnotic state 
could not be made to commit a crime or act 
repugnant to themselves; and that they 
would not remain under the influence of 
the. psycho-therapeutist for any time after- 
wards. In every branch of medicine 
diagnosis was all important, and especially 
where psycho-therapy was to be employed. 
Dr. Smyly had said nothing about the influ- 
ence of the patient’s suggestion on the 
doctor; he thought’ that many patients, by 
failing to realise the importance: of the 
doctor, often weighted the dice against them- 
selves. 

Dr, Cannon, who ,seconded the motion, 
expressed appreciation of the excellent 
description of the various methods of treat- 
ment put forward by Dr. Smyly. 

The motion was. passed. 

TREATMENT OF MENTAL CASES. 

Dr. H. BR. C. Rutherford, who proposed that

psycho-therapy, and, alluding to the treat- 
ment of mental cases, he said that it was a

THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


The annual conference of the Irish Local 
Government Officials’ Union took place on 
Saturday in the Mansion House, Dublin. 

The President, Mr. J. F. Monks, said that 
in its guest for economy and efficiency the 
Government been over-zealous in its 
efforts to reduce expenditure, and its proposed 
sweeping changes were viewed with anxiety. 

In the realm of legislative reform, he said, 
the law regulating the local government of 
the. country had received special attention 
from their law-makers. There were few who, 
with the experience of the ES would deny 
that reform was needed. Local Govern- 
ment Temporary Provisions Bill and the Local 
Government Bill, 1924, foreshadowed the ex" 
tent to which the older order of things was 
to be “altered, and revealed the mind of the 
Ministry in its future attitude towards local 
authorities and officials. 

The Government in many areas had substi- 
tuted for the local authority Commissioners to 
carry out the duties which formerly devolved 
on those elected by the ratepayers. The busi- 
ness of the official was to carry out the law 
as established, and to discharge his duties in 
the manner best calculated to secure economic 
and effective administration. When, however, 
change in the law carried with it interference 
with the rights of public officials they would 
defend their position. They should bring 
reasoned argument, not sr) dóig abuse, to 
bear on the issues that affected them. Willing- 
ness to give a fair hearing to their repre 
sentations had been shown by the Govern- 
ment, but, at the same time, decisions had 
been given during the year which caused grave 
concern and much dissatisfaction. 

Mr. Dunne, General Secretary, submitted 
the annual report, which reeorded a successful 
year’s work, The Union had substantially in- 
creased its membership and influence, and 
financially the position was strong. The mem- 
bership totalled 380. 

Mr. J. F. Monks was re-elected President ; 
Messrs. Roy (Rathmines), Raftice (Water 
ford), and Carr (Drogheda) were elected Vice- 
Presidents; Mr. M. i. Walsh, treasurer; Mr. 
W. E. Crawford (Rathmines), auditor; and 
Messrs. J. J. Murphy and M‘Intyre trustees. 
Mr. Michael Dunne was re-elected genera! 
secretary. 

The President moved—*"‘ That this Union 
views with anxiety the proposals in the Local 
Government Bill, 1924, in so far as they are 
inimical. to the well-being of local govern- 
ment officials, and calls upon the Minister to 
provide in the present bill for the preservation 
of the rights of existing officials.’’ 

Mr. O Byrne (Dublin Corporation) seconded 
the resolution, which was passed. 

Mr. Colohan (Wicklow) moved a resolution 
expressing the opinion that a graded scale of 
salaries on lines similar to those in force in 
the Civil Service or the: Dublin Corporation 
should be. made applicable to all officers of 
local authorities in Ireland. 

Mr. Clinton (Dublin. Corporation) seconded. 

Mr. Raftice moved, and Mr. Roy seconded. 
an amendment to the effect that the Executive 
Committee should be requested to draw up 4 
graded scale of salaries for officials of local 
authorities after getting data from the various 
branches.

The Boundary Crisis. 
With the appointment of Mr. Joseph 


Fisher to represent the claims of Northern 


Ireland, the constitution of the Boundary 

Commission is complete. No doubt, it will 

be ready to start its work when the results 

of the general election have been declared, 

Until that early day arrives President 

Cosgrave will continue to be his own 

master ; as soon as the Commission begins 

to act upon its terms of reference he will 

become the servant of the machine. He 

must reach a quick decision, therefore, 

concerning the manner in which the Com- 

mission may be used for the best interests 

of the Free State and of the whole of 

Ireland. On the one hand, he may allow 

the Commission to operate and to reach a 

verdict which either must disappoint his 

hopes or must plunge the Free State into 

serious conflict with the North. On the 

other hand, he may say now to the 

Northern Government: “I have obtained 

my Boundary Commission. You take the 

strongest objection to it, and there is 4 

substantial prospect that its judgment may 

embroil you with the British Government 

and may disturb the peace which you have 

established within your borders.** On what 

terms will you enable me to renounce the 

Commission in favour of direct, dealings 

between our two Governments?’’ We have 

not ceased to urge the policy of bargaining 
on President Cosgrave, and we regard the. 
Boundary Commission as a _ perfectly 

legitimate lever for this purpose. The 
Free State Senate took the same view 

when, having made the Commission safe, 

it passed an earnest resolution in support 
of settlement by compromise. 

All sensible men in both States realise 
that settlement cannot. be an act, but 
must be a process. Such a process 
demands the removal at the outset 
of some flagrant causes of irrita- 
tion between the two States: a political. 
wound, like a physical wound, must be 
cleaned before it can begin to heal. If 
Mr. Cosgrave and Sir James Craig could 
agree upon terms for the ousting of the 
Commission which would remove at once 
the more flagrant irritations of the 
boundary problem, we think that one- 
half of the problem would be solved. 
On Saturday last we printed a letter from 
the Reverend John O. Murray, whom an 
older generation. of Trinity College men, 
will remember as the most brilliant 
classical scholar of his year. "Dr. Murray 
says truly that the main irritant of the 
inter-State situation to-day, is furnished 
by the grievances of the Roman 
Catholic minority in the North. He 
suggests ‘that ‘President Oosgrave shall 
undertake to avoid the ‘Boundary Com- 
mission in return íor -three conces- 
sions. These are. that the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland shall restore the 
former areas of local. government and the 
system of proportional representation for 
local. elections; that it shall agree ‘to 
retain proportional represeritation for 
Parliamentary elections, and that it shall 
release all persons who have been interned 


this offer without any prejudice’ to ‘its 
rights under Article XII. of the Treaty. 
Dr. Murray contends—and we agree with 
him—that Sir James Craig could make‘ 


[the proposed concessions without: any 


detriment to the interests of the political 
majority in Northern Ireland. |

| Enniskillen, welcomed most cordially the 


Free State Senate’s demand for an agreed 
settlement, and acknowledged the Free 
State Government's fair treatment of the old 
political minority, but added that, in spite 
of these things, the Northern Unionist 
continues to distrust the people of the 
South. The extinction of that distrust 
ought to be the goal of enlightened states- 
manship, and a beginning can be made 
only through liberal and high-minded con- 
cessions on ‘both sides.. To both sides we 
commend the moze excellent way. We beg 
President Cosgrave to attempt that way 
before he binds himself irrevocably, a help- 
less Frankenstein, to the monster of the 
Boundary Commission. 


Conflict in China. 


The “ Christian General,” Feng Yu- 
hstang, who has occupied Peking, is a re- 
markable-man. Like a Chinese Cromwell, 
he leads a sternly-disciplined army of 
40,000 men, who are devoted to him and 
are distinguished from the usual Chinese 
soldiery in their orderliness and efficiency. 
He is accustomed, report says, to hold 
weekly Bible classes, and is never weary of 
proclaiming his convictions. Hitherto he 
has occupied a subordinate position to Wu 
Pei-fu, a warrior who was regarded 
formerly as the exponent of liberal ideas 
in Northern China. During the past year 
Wu Pei-fu has been at war with his old 
enemy and rival, Chang Tso-lin, who 
controls the Great Wall. This feud has 
inflicted on China .immeasurable loss in 
men, material and prestige; but now the 
‘“ Christian’ General’’ has ended it by 
deserting his bellicose leader in the 
provinces and seizing the capital. The 
Central Government, which» has gazed 
helplessly at the Civil War, has been 
under the control of President Tsao-kun, 
a corrupt, pclitician who secured the presi- 
dential chair exactly a year ago by pur- 
chasing the votes of the Peking Assembly. 
Since General Feng entered Peking Tsao- 
kun has resigned; but the revolutionary 
leader has asked the Government to 
remain in office. General Feng’s immediate 
problem is to secure the adhesion of Chang 
Tso-lin, or to oust him from his position 
of: domination in the North. If he suc- 


able to address himself to the greater 
problem of bringing Southern China back | 
into allegiance to Peking. 

It appears that General Feng is moved 
by the examples of Signor Mussolini and 
General Primo de Rivera in Europe, and 
aspires to redeem his country as a bene- 
volent dictator. A number of young 
politicians and military leaders was in 
secret league with the. “ Christian 
General ” in bringing about the overthrow 
of Tsao-kun, and they have issued a state- 
ment declaring that, as soon as peace has 
been restored, a round table conference will 
be called for the purpose of establishing a 
sound Government and national unity. To 
this conference Chang Tso-lin from the 
North, and Sun Yat-sen—who was the first 
President of the Republic in 1911, and 
now dominates the South and refuses 
allegiance to Peking—will be invited. If 
these extremists can be reconciled, Chinese 
unity may emerge. Rival ambitions will 
be hard to satisfy, but the Chinese are 
a cultivated and peace-loving race; and 
the high idealism of the proclamation by 
General Feng’s group may well evoke such 
response as will compel the rival leaders 
to accord. Recalling the revolutions and 
counter-revolutions which have distracted 
the land since 1911, and declaring that, 
instead of fighting, ‘‘ we should be reliev- 
ing the people,” the associates of the 
General declare that a national army will 
be organised to defend the nation against 
further turmoil.

New Jerusalem. 

Dr. David Yellin, the Vice-Mayor of 
Jerusalem, who is delivering lectures in; 
the United States, has some interesting 
things to say about the development of the 
ancient Jewish capital on modern lines. 
The city now possesses the advantages of a 
motor ’bus service and taxi-cabs, while its 
streets are controlled’ by regular traffic 
police. Dr. Yellin hopes to see Jerusalem’ 
converted into a modern city, with beauti- 
ful thoroughfates, comfortable and sani- 
tary houses and attractive suburbs: Lika 
the Free State, Palestine is trying to: re- 
vive an ancient language. Jerusalem has a 
Hebrew opera, in which a good deal of the 
old traditional music may. be heard, and 
efforts are being made to. reinstate 
ancient Hebrew as the normal language 
of the country. The progress of the 
national language is being assisted through 
the medium of a Hebrew theatre, where 
the classics of all countries are produced, 
including Shakespeare. No doubt, tourists 
will resent this tendency to modernise 
Jerusalem, whose antiquity is hallowed by. 
so many sacred memories. It is not un- 
natural, however, that the. inhabitants 
should give first ‘thought to their. own 
progress and convenience. ‘‘ It is lovely 
and charming for a tourist,’’ says 
Dr. Yellin; “ to come to Jerusalem for a 
few days and see the city just as it was 
two thousand years ago; but it is not so 
nice for those of us who have to pass our 
whole lives there. We have to live thers, 
and we prefer to live comfortably.’” On 
the other hand, he denies that innovitions 
will alter the Oriental charm of the 
ancient city.

TREATMENT OF ANIMALS. 


(BY SEUMAS MUNRO.) 

By the roadside stands a small donkey 
harnessed to a heavily-laden cart. Holding 
the bridle with one hand, a native rains heavy 
blows from a large, black stick over the 
animal’s head, ears and eyes. A motor car 
pulls up suddenly and a tourist remonstrates 
severely with the man. 
“There are many ways of beating a 
stubborn donkey,’”’ he says; ‘‘ but that is not 
one of them.”’ 

“‘ It’s my donkey,” the youth retorts. 
A lame and bony mare pulls a milk float 
laboriously up a long hill. In the float are 
several churns full of milk, three men with 
sundry cans, and the driver, who belabours 
the: brute continuously. The skin of this 
animal is sore and dirty, and its feet are in 
bad condition. Every day, in fair. weather 
or foul, the same mare drags a similar load 
twelve miles to the city and a few odd miles 
making deliveries, and twelve miles. home 
again. This is done twice a day. 
Two ‘herdsmen are driving cattle through 
the busy streets. With every cry they strike 
one of the beasts with a heavy. ash stick. In 
an uneasy way the cattle spurt and jog along 
on the journey. A day later the butcher 
will complain that he cannot sell his meat 
because it has been badly bruised. 
A native woman sits in a shallow, rattling 
cart. She is in a hurry to reach the fair. 
This little donkey’s pace is not -fast enough 
and the woman tries a little inducement. 
The inducement takes the form of a long hat- 
pin. 
These are true pictures from a Mohammedan 
country. What would we think if they were 
as often seen in Christian Ireland? They 
were. And they are to be seen here all too 
frequently. 
Before the Revolution I have seen in 
Russia sick bears nursed in the same house 
as half-frozen young storks. The Russians 
were proverbially kind to animals. They 
used to tell me, Ee nt that in no country 
were animals so well cared for as in England. 
Yet I have just read the following lines from 
a report of the. People’s Dispensary for Sick 
Animals of the Poor :—‘‘ For hidden, silent 
agony, for the most part unknown and un- 
recognised . . our case books show that 
life for many animals is hell on earth.,’’ 
This refers to,a country which is famous 
for its kind treatment of dumb creatures. 
A friend from Russia, a much-travelled man, 
has spent a considerable, time in Ireland. He 
has given me his opinion of our treatment of 
animals. It “is not a good one. My regret is 
greater when I think of the tradition of the 
culture of this isle and of the religion which 
is deep in the minds and hearts of its 
I am bound to admit some of 
is criticisms, since .1 was a co-witness of 
many unpleasant incidents such as are cited 
above. , : ' 
In particular, this gentleman condemns the 
methods of our slaughter-houses, where the 
obsolete system of pole-axing is employed. 
The animals are driven to a doom which they 
scent long beforehand, as though they were 
devoid of feelings or senses. Pushed, beaten 
and kicked, so that the butcher complains of 
having black meat, their agony seems to be 
unnecessarily prolonged. Sometimes children 
watch these sights, and are left to. play in 
the streams of gore. ' 

Facts such as these do not redound to our 
credit as a cultured people. It is a well- 
accepted fact abroad that Irishmen are rarely 
employed as grooms for the reason that they 
are too short-tempered. . 

One of the tests of a country’s civilisation 
lies in its attitude towards dumb creatures. 
The Buddhist holds that, as men are en- 
lightened and as their spiritual consciousness 
develops, they will cease to slaughter animals 
for food. Even though we may not go so 
far as to agree with this, our religion has 
very definite teachings in regard. to cruelty 
to animals, and it would appear that there 
is urgent necessity for action’ inthis matter. 
Our children should be taught the Christian 
ideals in relation to cats, dogs and all living” 
creatures, and the public conscience should’ be 
awakened. As conditions stand now, Ireland 
compares not too favourably with. a number, 
of countries which we are usually inclined to 
consider inferior in every way.

The effect of the publication in Com- 
munist circles is immense, and something 
like a panic reigned yesterday among the 
extremists. It is now recognised that the 
authorities are not asleep, even though 
there is a Labour Government in office, 
and it is feared that these revelations may 
lead to further disclosures. There are 
some hundreds of Russian Bolsheviks in 
London at the present time, it is said, and 
all are in fear of being deported back to 
their own country. Naturally the line 
taken by these “ wild men ” is the ore 
advised from Moscow, ‘‘ Deny everything.”’ 
and consequently every Russian Bolshevik 
is loudly declaring that the letter from 
Zinoviev is nothing but a forgery. 


The Women’s Vote. — 


It was the women’s vote that defeated 
the Conservatives last year, and it is quite 
possible that it will be the women’s vote 
which will win them the election this year. 
The women seem to be more deeply in- 
censed than the men at this. most recent 
instance of Russian duplicity, and make 
no secret of their intention to vote against 
Labour. At a women’s meeting yesterday 
afternoon in South London the candidate 
could barely get his speech delivered ; for 
the women were all talking to one another 
and holding indignation meetings on their 
own account.- At the close of the meeting 
the National Anthem was demanded, and 
it was sung with enthusiasm. 


The Conservatives’ Task. v 


One fact regarding the election is worth 
remembering. The Conservatives start off 
with about one hundred and eighty seats. 
To obtain a bare majority in the House of 
Commons Mr. Baldwin must gain fifty- 
seven seats, in addition to holding eighty, 
which in the last House were retained by 
narrow majorities. Labour holds at least 
fifty seats by small majorities, and in the 
circumstances they may be won by tha 
Conservatives. The task of obtaining a 
working majority is by no means an easy 
one, but it is one which should now be 
accomplished. 


M. Zinoviev. 


The. real name of Zinoviev is Ovsey 
Gershon Radomysisky, and his age forty- 
one. Like the majority of the Camarilla, 
now terrorising Russia, he is a Jew, being 
the son of a Jewish trader in Nivomir- 
gorod. He has been connected with the 
revolutionary movement ever since he was 
a youth, and came first to London in 1907 
as ia delegate to a conference of the 
Russian Socialists’ Democratic Party. He 
was driven from Russia and took refuge 
in Switzerland, where he became an 
intimate friend of Lenin. All through the 
Great War he was busy intriguing against 
the Allies, and after the Bolshevist revolu- 
tion he was appointed head of the Petro- 
rad Commune, and organised that fearful

It is 
said by people who know him that the 
many atrocious cruelties perpetirated by 
his authority were inspired mainly by 
panic lest he himself should become a 
victim. 


The ' Cell”’ System. 


The events of the past two days rather 
suggest that if the Conservatives are 
returned to power, they will be called upon 
to hold an inquiry, not only into the Camp- 
bell case, but into the Communist situation 
in this country as well. It gives rather 
an uncomfortable feeling that there should 
be a man in this country whose duty it. is 
to take orders from Moscow and to bring 
about disaffection in the Navy and Army 
by means of the ‘‘ cell ’’ system—-meaninz 
that a Communist. secures admission’ to 
the forces and then proceeds to infect any 
body whose members will listen to him. 
The fact that the police have been taking 
greater precautions since the receipt of the 
Russian letter indicates that the authori- 
ties recognise the danger. | 


A Franchiee Question. 


Many questions have been addressed to 
candidates with regard to their views re- 
garding the conferment of the franchise 
upon women on the same terms as men. 
Women voters throughout the country are 
taking up the matter and a new “ votes 
for women ’’ campaign will be one of tha 
developments of next session, should no 
action be taken to widen the scope of the 
present system under which women become 
qualified to vote. It is a question which 
cuts completely through ordinary party 
politics. The Bill on the subject, which 
‘was before the late Parliament, was killed 
by the dissolution. A measure of some 
sort is sure to be introduced next year, 
and it cannot fail to be of a controversial 
character. |
